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Shock bill may mean 
dogs’ death sentence

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DOZENS of home¬ 
less dogs could be 
put down if a resc¬ 
ue centre is forced 
to close due to a 
massive electricity 
bill. 

Poplar Farm Rescue 
Kennels, in Sutton 
Gault, near Ely, has 
been hit by a £10,700 
invoice from E.ON, to 
cover underpayments 
dating back five 
years. 

Pensioner Dave Linford, 
who runs the kennels, says 
he cannot afford it, and 
blasted the energy firm for 
leaving him to foot the 
huge cost after years of in¬ 
correct billing. 

The 62-year-old said: 
“There is no way I can pay 
it, so I can only presume 
they are going to cut off 
the electricity supply 

“There would be no way 
we could keep the dogs 
warm in winter without 
electricity, so it would be 
impossible for us to keep 
going.” 

There are currently 
more than 50 dogs at the 
15-year-old kennels - and 
Mr Linford fears half of 
them could be put down if 
he is forced to close the 
kennels. 

He said: “Fifty per cent 


would be rehomed. The 
rest of them are here for 
life, because there aren’t 
homes out there for them. 

“If the RSPCA said we 
weren’t able to provide an 
acceptable level of care, 
they would have to be put 
down.” 

The average monthly 
bill for the kennels will 
rocket up from about £100 
per month to more than 
£1,300, as E.ON attempts to 


claw back the money it 
says it is owed. 

Mr Linford said the 
company has had several 
meter readings taken over 
the last five years, but his 
bills until now have all 
been estimated. 

He said: “There should 
never have been any 
arrears - they have been 
taking readings all that 
time and ignored them. 

“They are all my own 


dogs - it is not a business 
or a registered charity. I 
am just someone who is 
doing this because I can. 
We have purchased several 
gas lamps and I am 
stocking up on firewood, 
but it will be impossible to 
run the rescue without 
electricity.” 

The news comes days 
after Citizens’ Advice 
warned thousands of 
people have been com¬ 


plaining after being hit by 
massive backdated bills, 
caused by estimated 
charges not covering the 
full amount of electricity 
used. 

It blamed the problem 
on spiralling tariffs and 
billing confusion. 

An E.ON spokeswoman 
said: “We are investigating 
this case, and hope to 
resolve this situation to the 
customer’s satisfaction.”

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Heart op survivor in 
charity bike challenge 


A PLANT scientist will 
complete a 90-mile bike 
ride just two years after 
surviving major heart 
surgery. 

Dr Justin Pachebat will 
be cycling in the fifth 
Oxford to Cambridge 
bike ride on Sunday, 
September 28, to raise 
money for the British 
Heart Foundation. 

The Cambridge University 
plant scientist is taking 
part in the race after 
undergoing a life-saving 
double-heart valve 
operation in January 
2006. 

Dr Pachebat, 34, who 
lives in Stuntney, said: 
“There was a big chance 
that I would die and it 
took about six months to 
get to the point where I 
could walk around or 
cycle. 

“This bike ride is 
something I can do to 
prove to myself that I’m 
fit and healthy and to 
celebrate the fact that I’m 
still alive. 

“I’m already in training for 
the race, which basically 
consists of cycling 20 
miles to work in 
Cambridge every 
morning. 

“It normally takes about 
an hour along the 
Sustrans track, but if it’s 
windy it can take an hour 
and a half. 

“But if it’s really bad, I 


stop at Waterbeach and 
get the train.” 

More than 1,000 cyclists 
took part in last year’s 
ride, which raised 
£132,000 for the British 
Heart Foundation, which 
funds pioneering 
research into the causes 
and treatment of heart 
disease. 

Entries are now being 
taken for this event, 
which is the only charity 
bike ride to link the two 
historic university cities. 
The 90-mile route starts 
in Oxford city centre and 
then follows quiet roads 
through the Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire and 
Cambridgeshire 
countryside and ends on 
Midsummer Common in 
Cambridge. 

A spokesman for British 
Heart Foundation said: 
“As well as being great 
fun and a perfect way to 
get fit, all funds raised 
make a huge difference 
to the BHF’s urgent fight 
against heart and 
circulatory disease - the 
UK's single biggest 
killer.”

Filthy kitchen a danger 


to public, owner told

A FILTHY kitchen in a 
Chinese takeaway has cost its 
manager more than £1,000. 

Yun Yun Li, who runs See Lee 
Chinese Takeaway, in Stretham, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday, where she pleaded 
guilty to six breaches of food 
hygiene standards at her premises in 
Newmarket Road. 

It follows a visit by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
environmental health officer Pamela 
Pope on November 22, during which 
she discovered food scraps lying on 
the floor, dirt encrusted pipes and 
crumbling kitchen units. 

The court heard how Li had 
already been warned to clean up her 
act a month earlier, but she had 
failed to improve hygiene standards. 

And, even with court action 
looming, Li still failed to meet the

required standards, with health 
inspectors again delivering damning 
reports following further visits on 
May 1 and July 14. 

Reporting on her May 1 visit, 
Pamela Pope said: “The premises 
were still in a very poor state - it 
was no better at all as far as cleaning 
was concerned.” 

Li, whose restaurant turns over 
about £1,000 a week, told magistrates 
she had now ordered her staff to 
improve the takeaway’s cleanliness, 
saying: “It has all changed - I tell 
them to clean up the shop.” 

But chairman of the bench Sue 
Griffin told Li that she needed to do 
more or the council would take 
tougher action against her. 

She said: “If things do not 


improve, they will bring you back to 
court or close you down. 

“When you sell food to the public, 
it’s very important that you do not 
risk them getting disease. 

“If the place where you prepare 
food is dirty, people are at risk of 
getting ill. 

“It’s your responsibility to make 
sure the kitchens are clean.” 

Fining her £600 - £100 for each 
offence - she added: “You will pay 
for each of the six things you have 
done wrong. 

“But if you come back to court, it 
could be two, three or four times as 
much next time. 

“You must make changes to 
protect your customers.” 

Li must also pay the council’s 
costs of £435, bringing the overall 
penalty to £1,035.

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Holiday road 
work set to 
cause delays 

MOTORISTS have been warned to expect 
delays when a £450,000 road improvement 
scheme begins next week. 

Resurfacing on Ely’s High Bridge, the 
A10 Stretham roundabout and the A142 
near Snailwell will see the closure of 
several roads across East Cambridgeshire 
between July 22 and August 15. 

The repairs by Cambridgeshire High¬ 
ways are taking place during the school 
holidays when there is less traffic, while 
some of the work will be carried out 
during the night and weekends to reduce 
delays. 

The repairs will begin on Tuesday, 
when work starts on the A142 Ely High 
Bridge. The road between Queen Adelaide 
Way and Ely Railway Station will be 
closed between 8pm and 6am until 
Thursday, July 24, with diversions in 
place. 

The busy A10 roundabout at Stretham 
will then be closed on Friday, July 25, 
between 9.30am and 3pm, and on Saturday 
and Sunday, July 26 and 27, between 8am 
and midnight. 

There will also be work overnight on 
the A142 between the Snailwell Road 
roundabout and the Suffolk border 
between July 28 and August 8 and during 
the day on B1102 in Fordham between 
August 11 and August 15. 

Steve Dighton, area maintenance 
engineer for Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “Due to the rural nature of 
East Cambridgeshire the roads are used 
by heavy traffic and agricultural mach¬ 
inery Maintaining these roads is a prior¬ 
ity for the county council and ensures im¬ 
proved safety as well as keeping busi¬ 
nesses and residents on the move.” 

He asked motorists to take extra care 
and leave plenty of time for their 
journeys.

Petition calls 
for crackdown 
on sex trade 

CAMPAIGNERS against sex trafficking 
presented a petition to 10 Downing 
Street on Monday. 

Members of Churches Together in Ely 
(CTIE) submitted their 1,100-name 
petition to the Prime Minister’s home 
calling for the Government to commit 
more resources to stop the trafficking 
of women and girls in the UK. 

Twelve women, including three 
children, have been recently rescued 
from prostitution during a 10-month 
investigation into the sex trade in 
Cambridgeshire, which saw 119 raids 
and 41 arrests. 

Ben Jupp, chair of CTIE Anti-Slavery 
Committee, said: “Providing a place of 
sanctuary and recovery for victims of 
trafficking is the key to cracking this 
evil. 

“This petition calls on the Government 
to end the scandal that the 
organisations, who are doing the most 
to provide effective safe housing, have 
no recourse to public funds" 

South East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice, who accompanied the 
campaigners to Downing Street, said: 
“The severity and increasing 
prevalence of people trafficking in the 
UK is a national disgrace. 

“The Government’s approach is totally 
inadequate and represents a betrayal 
of some of the most vulnerable in our 
society. 

“A redoubling of effort is required to 
rescue victims of trafficking and bring 
to justice those who exploit them.”

Top councillors 
set for big rise 


A CASH-strapped council 
is set to approve a 96 per 
cent pay rise for its top 
councillors - just months 
after slashing services. 

Members of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council are 
planning to double the 
allowances for councillors 
chairing its major committees, 
taking their pay from £1,350 to 
£2,652. 

The inflation-busting increases 
would go to Cllr Fred Brown, 
chairman of the policy and 
resources committee, Cllr Peter 
Moakes, who leads the strategic 
development committee and Cllr 
John Seaman, head of the 
council’s environment 

committee. 

Other committee chairmen 
would also receive smaller pay 
hikes, while the basic annual 
members’ allowance would rise 
by £330 from £3,520 to £3,850. 
Members can also claim 
expenses for travel, accommo¬ 
dation and childcare. 

The increases, which were 
approved on Tuesday by the 
council’s policy and resources 
committee, would cost taxpayers 
an extra £22,000 a year. The full 
council will vote on them later 
this month. 

The move follows the council’s 
controversial decision to slash 
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arts funding by £70,000 in 
November, which forced the 
closure of Ely’s popular Babylon 
Gallery last month. 

Ted Coney, who campaigned to 
save the riverside gallery, said: 
“We were told there was 
absolutely no money at all for the 
gallery, so it’s very surprising 
they can find £22,000 now. 

“It’s wonderful news really 
because it means there must be 
enough money for the visual arts 
in Ely too. 

“The Babylon would have cost 
£50,000 to keep open, so £22,000 
would have gone a long way to 
help us save it.” 

The planned increase in 
members’ allowances follows a 
decision by council leader Fred 
Brown to adopt the 
recommendations of an 
independent panel which looked 
into the issue of expenses. 

The Independent Remunera¬ 
tion Panel recommended the 
amended increases in May 2007, 
to reflect the average of 90 hours 
per month devoted by committee 
chairmen to their duties. 
Individual councillors were 
estimated to put in 50 hours a 
month. 


However, then-council leader 
Brian Ashton led the Tory 
administration in voting for a 
lower set of pay rises. 

Council leader Cllr Brown 
defended the new allowance 
increases, which he believed 
would bring East 
Cambridgeshire into line with 
other local authorities. 

He said: “These chairmen are 
often in the council building for 
two or three days before a 
committee. These allowances 
still represent very good value 
for money for all their hard 
work. 

“It’s small beer in relation to 
what they actually do and East 
Cambridgeshire gets a very good 
deal from them. 

“These increases are all 
recommended by the independ¬ 
ent panel of lay people, who took 
several months to reach their 
decisions. Many authorities get 
far above than what we receive.” 

Liberal Democrat deputy 
leader Ian Allen added: 
“Councillors’ expenses should 
reflect the costs of the wider 
economy and should help us 
attract a broader range of people 
into public service, such as 
young mothers, rather than the 
self-made businessmen who 
currently dominate our council.” 
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Contenders make a pea line for 
shot at world championship title 

POTENTIAL world champions 
descended on a village at the 
weekend with a shot at the 
title in their minds. 

The 38th World Pea-Shooting 
Championships took place in 
Witcham and the competition 
was as fierce as ever. 
Contestants blasted their 
peas into special targets of 
concentric circles made of 
putty, where the peas stick or 
make a depression so scores 
can recorded. 

George Hollis, with his laser 
sighted pea shooter, won the 
coveted title of World 
Champion for the second year 
running. 

The village has hosted the 
unusual event since 1971 
when it began as a fundraiser 
for a new village hall. 




Ilegal anglers 
threat to river 
fish stocks 

ILLEGAL anglers are putting wildlife at 
risk on Cambridgeshire waterways. 

Cambridge Albion Angling Society is 
hitting back after men were spotted leaving 
rods overnight at stretches of the river in 
Wicken and Cambridge. 

The club fears the poachers are from 
Eastern European countries like Poland 
and Lithuania and is erecting signs in the 
foreign languages warning them not to 
deplete the county’s stocks. 

John Harris, secretary, said: “We are not 
opposed to them fishing if they are club 
members, but they are leaving rods out 
overnight. We just don’t do that - we don’t 
kill fish. Some of the pike and bream have 
been left dead in the river overnight, which 
we wouldn’t do at all.” 

Dave Cook, the society’s bailiff, said: “We 
never used to get these problems, but they 
have escalated over the last two years. We 
don’t want any trouble, but we don’t want 
there to be no fish left.” 

Tom Wlodarski, a committee member of 
the city’s East of England Polish Com¬ 
munity Organisation, said: “It’s a good idea 
to advertise the rules and give the proper 
information on the signs. 

“It is a hobby to fish in Poland and we are 
allowed to take the fish to eat as well, but 
you still have to have a registration. I don’t 
know of people doing this in Cambridge.” 

A Cambridgeshire police spokeswoman 
said: “We have received complaints about 
people fishing without a licence and 
removing fish from areas across the county. 

“These reports are being investigated and 
we are working closely with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency.” 

An RSPCA spokesman warned the illegal 
practice could lead to other wildlife, such as 
ducks and swans, being injured.

Teacher attacked as 


she shielded students

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A SPORTS teacher was 
headbutted in the face by an 
ASBO yob as she tried to 
protect her students from 
attack. 

Roller skating coach Claire Tuck 
was assaulted by Susan Statham 
after the troublemaker threatened 
two of Ms Tuck’s 15-year-old pupils. 

Statham, who lives at Jimmy’s 
homeless shelter in Cambridge, 
carried out the attack at the Paradise 
Sports Centre in Ely on April 11, 
magistrates in Ely were told. 

The ASBO mother is already 
notorious in Ely after court 
appearances for threatening teachers 
at the City of Ely Community College 
and kicking a picnicking private 
school pupil in the head. 

She was also given a three-month 
suspended jail sentence for falsely 
accusing her brother, Bobby, of 
raping her. 

Ms Tuck, 22, told how she was 
attacked after blocking Statham’s 
path to the centre’s changing rooms, 
where her two 15-year-old pupils were 
preparing for practice at about 8pm. 

Ms Tuck said: “I stood in the door¬ 
way of the changing rooms and they 
said they wanted to go in. 

“I said T am their skating coach 
and they want me here’. 

“The defendant said to me ‘Do you 
know who I am - I have beaten up 
girls twice your size.’ 


Yob headbutted coach who 
tried to protect her pupils 


“She then removed her phone and 
cigarettes from her pockets and 
headbutted me on the nose. She put 
her head down and hit me in the 
ribcage, which knocked me back onto 
the floor of the toilets. 

“She started grabbing my hair and 
we tussled on the floor for a while. 
She was on top of me and she 
managed to wrap her legs around my 
neck.” 

Duty manager Kevin Sizer suffered 
a broken wrist in the struggle when 
he prized Statham off Ms Tuck. 

The court was told that about an 
hour later, Statham, 22, attacked two 
different 15-year-old girls in Jubilee 
Gardens, punching one in the jaw 
and kicking the other after knocking 
her to the ground. 

When arrested that evening, 
Statham, formerly of New Barns 
Avenue in Ely, denied the attack in 
the park and claimed her actions at 
the Paradise Centre were self- 
defence. 

But magistrates called the attack 
“unprovoked” and found Statham 
guilty of all three assaults in her 
absence and also of breaking an anti¬ 
social behaviour order banning her 
from being threatening or abusive in 
Ely 

They issued a warrant for her 
arrest and she will be sentenced at a 
later date.

“This initiative solves 
both problems at a stroke.”

Nursery was dealt with unfairly 


Sir, With reference to your article about a 
recent Ofsted inspection at the Little Ted’s 
Nursery and Pre- School (Nursery must do 
better, Ofsted inspector urges, Weekly 
News, July 3). 

In our opinion, the article simply regurgitated 
the content of a public document which in 
itself is a travesty. 

As parents who considered many options 
for the next stage of our child’s care we 
found the staff and indeed the premises and 
general atmosphere to be the most 
comforting, safe and caring compared with 
other nurseries we viewed in the Ely area 
The implication of both the report and 
therefore your article is that this nursery is of 
poor quality when in actual fact nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

We feel safe in the knowledge that at Little 
Ted’s our son is well cared for by all staff, he 


is fed excellent home-made meals and 
stimulated by different activities throughout 
the day. 

Little Ted’s is very secure, in fact you need a 
pin code to enter the building. It is also 
clean, well loved but clean. We would be 
more worried by a nursery that was indeed 
“sparkling clean” and toys in boxes, which 
we did witness at another well known 
nursery in Ely. 

We, as do several other parents with whom 
we have discussed your article, feel very 
angry at the content of the report which as 
published offers no detailed explanation of 
the findings. 

The real story in this matter is the inability of 
Ofsted to support well placed discipline in a 
structured environment, and fully 
acknowledge the excellent care of the 
children attending Little Ted’s. 


We have been most reassured in the 
professional way that the staff engaged with 
us regarding the issues raised and it is our 
understanding that despite everyone’s 
feeling that this excellent group of carers 
has been rather unfairly dealt with they have 
resolved to address each area of the report 
regardless of the actual events or reasons 
behind the criticism. 

We can, of course, only base our comments 
on our own experiences and on the 
evidence of seeing a very happy little boy at 
the end of each day at “school” and we can 
only be thrilled with our choice of carer. 

We would also like you to note that we have 
not been persuaded by any member of staff 
from Little Ted’s to write this letter.

Arts flourishing in rural areas 


Sir, I recently had put through my 
door intouch, the newsletter of the 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council Conservative group. 

I was interested to read the 
prediction that, in the next 13 
years, the number of households in 
the district will have risen by nearly 
a third and how the much 
publicised Ely Masterplan and its 
housing and sports and shopping 
facilities would help deal with that 
increase. 

However, in the whole of the 
newsletter the words “arts”, 
“gallery”, “cinema”, “theatre”, 
“literature”, “music” and “dance” 
do not appear even once. 

There also seems to be a gap in 
the “Laying foundations for... 
better facilities” section of the 
document. A gap where an 
explanation of the Conservative 
group’s ludicrously short-sighted 
reduction in arts funding should 
have been mentioned, together 
with an explanation of how it is 
going to lead to the provision of 
better facilities. 

But for the not inconsiderable 
number of existing residents in the 
district who enjoy the arts in their 
many and varied forms, this 
temporary (I hope) loss of facilities 
in Ely itself could prove a blessing 
in disguise. 


For they may discover that the arts 
are alive and well in the district but 
outside Ely! Almost every village 
has its own amateur dramatic 
group; there are several choral 
groups giving concerts in village 
halls and churches; many villages 
host visits from professional 
theatre, music and dance 
companies on a regular basis; 
several villages organise film 
showings, often as part of a full 
evening’s entertainment with 
supper and a bar, and in my own 
village of Haddenham there is a 
first-rate gallery which holds 
exhibitions of work by professional 
artists on a regular basis. 

Certainly fight to have the facilities 
in Ely restored and improved and 
to get arts funding in the district 
back to a worthwhile level. But in 
the meantime look at the guide, 
published by ADeC (Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire); look at the 
programme of events sponsored 
by act (Arts in Cambs on Tour); 
look at the posters and the flyers, 
and even look at the local papers, 
and discover the wealth of artistic 
endeavour which the rural areas of 
the district have to offer.

Misunderstanding over 
plans for data campus 


Sir, I write to answer the 
comments made by R Law 
(Firm will bring own staff, so 
not create 1,000 jobs, Letters, 
July 10) as I believe there are 
several misunderstandings 
over the Elean Data Campus. 
The reason that the East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council planning chief 
decided to deal with our 
application under “delegated 
powers” was that we already 
had a planning consent for 
2.1 million sq ft of data space. 
This consent was granted in 
2003 and our scheme at 
670,000 sq ft is a fraction of 
the original consented 
scheme. 

We believe the consented 
scheme was unsustainable, 
covering most of the site with 
buildings, and requiring a 500 
MgW power supply. 

The scaled-down scheme is 
in complete sympathy with its 
surroundings and will create a 
campus park-style 
development. 

Our traffic consultants, 

Messrs Halcrow, have 
undertaken extensive 
measuring, and consultancy, 
and the whole concept of the 
adjacent village is that 


workers will be able to walk 
and cycle to the data 
campus. 

Clearly some people will 
commute from Ely and 
Cambridge, and it is hoped 
they will use the new bus 
services which will be 
introduced when the site 
opens. 

The thousand jobs that will be 
created will of course include 
technicians already working 
for the company, who will 
seek to relocate locally. If we 
are given planning permission 
for the new village this would 
be the most likely place. 
However, we anticipate that at 
least 75 per cent of the jobs 
which will include electricians, 
refrigeration engineers, IT 
engineers, security staff, office 
workers, will where possible 
be sourced locally. 

Finally, with regard to more 
pressure on the Elean and 
Sutton roundabout, we will be 
submitting as part of our 
planning application a 
solution to the current 
congestion.

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City customers 
will face queue 
misery as P.O.s 
close, MP warns

WINDING queues in 
Ely’s main post office 
will lengthen massive¬ 
ly if rural branches 
are axed. 

That is the warning by 
South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice, who believes 
the proposed closures of 
Ely’s St John’s Road and 
Soham’s Hall Street bran¬ 
ches will seriously increase 
waiting times at the city’s 
High Street office. 

It follows the announce¬ 
ment by the Post Office last 
week that 23 Cambridge¬ 
shire post offices, including 
one in Little Downham, will 
close. 

Mr Paice, who has pledged 
to fight the closures, said: “It 
is clearly a very inadequate 
service with queues at peak 
times sometimes stretching 
out onto the street. 

“This unacceptable situa¬ 
tion would only be exacer¬ 
bated if the 1,000-or-so 
customers, who currently 
use the St Johns Road 
branch every week, were 
forced to visit the High 
Street post office instead. 

“There should be absolute¬ 
ly no question of closing the 
St Johns Road post office 
until this branch has 
improved its service and 
demonstrated it can cope 
with significantly increased 
demand.” 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy 
leader of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s 
Liberal Democrat group, 
agreed. 

“The main post office is 
obviously understaffed - 
there are six counters there 
and only three people 
serving during the busiest 
times”, he said. 

“People are queuing out of 
the door regularly and 
closing the St John’s Street 
branch will only make 
things much worse.” 

Council chiefs in East 
Cambridgeshire are now 
urging residents and 
businesses to contact them 
and have their say in a 
public consultation on the 
closures, which runs until 
August 26. 

Cllr David Brown, chair¬ 
man of the council’s extern¬ 
al partnership review com¬ 
mittee, said: “We must look 
very closely at the reasons 
given by Post Office Limited 
for each and every proposed 
closure and make our views 
clearly known.”

with their MP over plans to 
close their sub-post office. 

About 40 residents voiced 
their concerns to North- 
East Cambridgeshire MP 
Malcolm Moss as he visited 
Little Downham post office 
on Saturday morning. 

Harpal Atwal, 40, who has 
run the Little Downham 
post office with her 
husband Kenny for the past 
six years, said: “We will 
almost certainly close if we 
lose the post office, which I 
think is a vital community 
service. 

“There isn’t another post 
office for 3.5 miles, which is 
the central Ely post office 
that is already jam-packed 
with customers queuing. 

“The nearest post office 
on the other side of us is 
March, which is almost 12 
miles away. We serve lots of 
little villages near Little 
Downham, so our closure 
will really hit customers 
hard. 

“They’ve been telling us 
they were in shock when 
they heard and they wanted 
to tell Malcolm Moss why 
our post office is so 
important.”

THE owner of an 
Ely beauty spot is 
challenging an 
order forcing him 
to remove roads, 
ditches and moor¬ 
ing points from 
his land. 

Roswell Pits owner 
Jeremy Tyrrell has 
lodged an appeal 
against an enforce¬ 
ment notice by East 
Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council threaten¬ 
ing him with a £20,000 
fine unless he removes 
various building 
works from the nature 
reserve by August 7. 

It follows complaints 
about new concrete 
roads at the site near 
Prickwillow Road and 
the installation of 
other services, such as 
electricity, gas, water 
and CCTV, without 
planning permission. 

Mr Tyrrell has 
attracted criticism 
from conservationists 
in Ely in the past, who 
have claimed his plans 
to build a marina at 
Roswell Pits could 
harm some of its rare 
bird life. 

He is appealing

against the enforce¬ 
ment notice, claiming 
planning permission 
should be granted for 
the alleged works and 
there has been no 
breach of planning 
control. 

He also says the 
demands by the coun¬ 
cil to fix the site are 
“excessive” and he 
does not have enough 
time to comply with 
the notice. 

The decision over 
planning permission 
will now be referred to 
a Government plan¬ 
ning inspector, who 
will hold a public 
meeting on the issue. 

Mr Tyrrell was 
unavailable for com¬ 
ment, but Liz Hunter, 
vice-chairman of the 
Local Campaign for 
the Protection of 
Rural Ely, said re¬ 
moving the work at the 
pits was vital. 

She said: “This work 
has destroyed the edge 
of the pit which was 
once densely wooded. 

“It was heartbreak¬ 
ing to see this luscious 


greenery reduced to 
compacted soil with a 
trench running 
through it. 

“People have been 
devastated by what 
has happened here, so 
anything to return 
this area to how it was 
previously will be 
welcomed.” 

Giles Hughes, the 
council’s head of 
planning and econ¬ 
omic development, has 
said he is confident of 
resisting any chall¬ 
enge to the enforce 
ment notice. 

He said: “In this 
case, we believe we 
have a robust case 
which will be effective 
in taking action on the 
work which has taken 
place so far down at 
the pits. 

“We have consistent¬ 
ly been told a planning 
application to resolve 
these matters would be 
submitted, but this has 
not been the case. 

“Given the nature of 
the work over recent 
weeks, we have been 
left with no other 
option than to take 
enforcement action.” 


A WINE grower is looking 
to beat the French at their 
own game after his 
“champagne” put in a 
sparkling performance at 
an awards ceremony.

Mark was delighted with 
the haul - even though he 
couldn’t retain the Wine of 
the Year title. That went to 
Sandyford vineyard, near 
Saffron Walden, this time. 


He said: “I’m really 
pleased with that showing 
as it has been a tough 
year for growing. 

“To get one of only six 
silver medals awarded this 
year is pretty good. 

English wine is now being 
compared with the rest of 
the world.” 

Now Mark is turning his 
thoughts to bigger things 
- he is planting new 
varieties so Chilford Hall’s 
sparkling wines can take 
on top wines, including 
French champagne. 

Global warming means 
English vintages can hold 
their own against wines 
produced closer to the 
Mediterranean.

Careless drivers 
make their mark 

MOTORISTS who shunt, scrape or 
prang another parked car leave 
innocent Cambridgeshire drivers with 
an annual repair bill of more than £7 
million, according to industry experts. 

Accident Exchange analysed rec¬ 
ords of road collisions between 2006 
and 2008 and found about one in five 
involved damage to a parked vehicle. 

With the cost of repair in each 
instance averaging £1,800, the total for 
the county stands at £7.3 million. 

That puts it at a similar level to 
large cities such as Cardiff and 
Sheffield. 

About 80 per cent of parked car 
bumps occurred on the street, and the 
remainder in public car parks. 

Steve Evans, the company’s chief 
executive, said: “The real fear is that 
one day soon, we will have hot spots 
where nearby residents could even be 
priced out of insuring their vehicles.”

A CAMBRIDGE firm has bean chosen to 
oversee the roof repairs to The Maltings. 
Carter Jonas was appointed by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council this week 
as project manager to replace the roof of 
the Grade II listed building on Ely’s 
riverside. 

The repairs come after water began to 
leak into the timber-framed building, 
which is used as a cinema, conference 
centre and restaurant. 

Work on the project will include reinstating 
an original pattern on the four slopes of 
the steeple, building a tower roof using a 
combination of authentic green and Welsh 
blue slates and other traditional details. 
David Sparrow, senior building surveyor at 
Carter Jonas, said: “It is important to 
make sure that any repair work on the 
structure or fabric of a building of such 
historical importance and location is 
carried out safely and in sympathy with 
the original building in terms of materials 
and workmanship.”

There is very generous space for 
five occupants and even with all 
seats in place the cargo space is 
very useful. But the rear seats can 
be both folded and removed to 
provide a completely van like 
interior when it come to moving 
large quantities of goods or sports 
equipment.

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Ford’s Kuga crossover £ is set to hold its value well’ 


WITH the new Ford Kuga 4x4 
crossover starting to appear on car 
shopping lists, trade price guide 
publisher EurotaxGlass’s has been 
looking at residual value forecasts 
for the car. 

The Glass’s Guide publisher says 
the Ford Kuga could justifiably be 
described as being late to the 
compact SUV party but, like VW with 
its recently introduced Tiguan, it 
appears that waiting until the sector 
has matured can pay dividends. 

According to Jason King, head of 
market intelligence at 
EurotaxGlass’s, the new Ford is one 
of the most impressive vehicles in its 


segment, and this should benefit 
owners who eventually come to 
trade-in their Kuga in a few years’ 
time. 

“Ford’s aspirations for Kuga will 
be modest - at below 7,000 units per 
year - so initial availability on the 
used market will be limited, helping 
residual values,” King says. 

“The Kuga also features a very 
succinct model line-up, with just 
Zetec and Titanium specifications, 
and one 2.0TDCi engine. Ford has 
also not followed the example of 
some rivals in diluting the 
proposition with a two-wheel drive 
version. 


“The result is one of the most 
compelling offerings in the compact 
SUV segment. Thoughtful touches, 
such as the availability of a three-pin 
plug socket, add to the usability, 
while the part-leather trim and Sony 
audio add a premium feel to the 
Titanium version,” King says. 

“Arguably one of the best-lookers 
in its class, the appeal of the Kuga 
when new should translate well to 
the used car market. Residual values 
are predicted to be the strongest of 
any Ford model, at around 56 per 
cent of the original list price after 
three years and having covered 
36,000 miles,” he concludes.

UK Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown has

But concerns about how 
this vision is expected to 
come about have been voiced 
by the Environmental 
Transport Association 
(ETA) which points out that 
this aim will not be achieved 
through the use of punitive 
motoring taxes alone. 

But for most drivers, 
electric and hybrid cars are 
currently an expensive and 
impractical alternative to 
petrol and diesel models - 
check the price of the 
Electric Lightening GT 
pictured above! The 
Government has offered no 
clear road map for how the 
switch to electric/hybrid 
vehicles can be made 
complete in the next 12 
years. 

A spokesperson for the 


Environmental Transport 
Association said: “Many

“If all drivers today

The question 
of where this additional 
capacity would come from 
was not addressed by Mr 
Brown.” 

The government has also 
announced that it would 
soon begin educating 
motorists on “eco-driving 
techniques” - those passing

way

Save money by getting 
your car ready for MoT 


MOTORISTS are being 
urged to save money in 
these expensive times by 
thoroughly checking their 
cars before submitting 
them for the annual MoT 

That’s the sound advice for 
used car owners from John 
Haynes, who heads up the 
famous car DIY manual 
publishing house. 

“It takes very little time to 
check a car over before 
submitting it for an MoT test,” 
Haynes says. 

“Basic faults, such as lights 
not working, worn wiper blades, 
and insufficient tyre tread 
depth can easily be sorted out 
before the yearly test. 

“This is invariably cheaper 
than having your car fail the 
MoT.” 

Haynes’ advice is backed by 
recently released figures from 
the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency (VOSA), gained 
by the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists’ Trust, which show 
that first-time MoT failure rates 
in the UK are higher than those 
in other European countries. 

According to VOSA figures, 
21.6 per cent of vehicles failed a 
MoT in 2007, with more than 
271,000 of those failures due to 
lighting faults. 

Haynes says some of the 
simpler, pre-MoT checks that 


any motorists can carry out 
include: 

■ From the driver’s seat, test the 
handbrake, footbrake, steering 
wheel, and column for correct 
operation and excessive play 

■ Still in the driver’s seat, check 
that the windscreen is free of 
cracks or damage. 

■ Now check that door latches 
work, and that all seatbelts are 
in good condition and fasten 
properly. 

■ Moving to outside the car, 
check that wiper blades are in 
good condition, and that the 
lights, indicators, and horn all 
work. 

■ The wheels and tyres should 
be inspected thoroughly, too. 
Wheels should not be damaged 
and tyres free of cuts, tears, 
lumps, or bulges. The 1.6mm 
depth over at least three- 
quarters of the tyre tread width 
is the current legal require¬ 
ment. 

■ Finally, clean the car 
thoroughly inside and out, and 
on the underside if at all 
possible. The tester can refuse 
to examine a car that is filthy 
underneath. 

Meanwhile, there’s been a lot 
of media interest in the 
expensive end of the classic car 
market this year, says leading 
trade price guide publisher 
EurotaxGlass’s - even though 
overall sales have been 
relatively subdued. 


The experts at Glass’s Guide 
say that although there have 
been much-hyped stories of top 
celebrities paying record prices 
for classic models, general sales 
activity within this sector of the 
market has been much slower. 

Reports that radio DJ and 
former TV presenter Chris 
Evans paid just over £5.6 million 
for a black 1961 Ferrari 250 GT 
SWB California Spider caused a 
stir in May, particularly because 
the car was estimated to sell for 
barely half the price that Evans 
ended up paying for it. 

“This hype, however, has not 
been reflected in the buying 
trends amongst the general 
public,” says John Glynn, older- 
car editor at EurotaxGlass’s. 

“The tightening of financial 
belts and a lack of practicality 
is putting some potential 
customers off buying,” Glynn 
adds. 

“Pre-1973 cars are exempt 
from road tax, which is still an 
attraction for some buyers, but 
the reality is that there are few 
such cars suitable for use as 
daily transport. 

Glynn says the public’s 
general prudence with money 
this year has been a real 
challenge for the classics 
market. 

“Most are not considered to be 
practical enough these days, 
and are regarded purely as 
toys.”
